volumes a history of art from the earliest times to the 
present day is sure to find his difficulties increasing as 
his work proceeds. Obviously his first volume will have 
“* Ancient Art’”’ for its sub-title, and will deal with the 
art of the earlier civilisations, Egypt and Assyria, will 
culminate in the art of Greece and end with the art of 
Rome. The period of his second volume, “ Medieval 
Art,” is well defined by two great historical events, 
the end of Rome’s Western Empire and the Fall of 


Constantinople ; it will begin with a study of Byzantine art, 
trace the growth of Gothic art and architecture, tell the 
story of the French and English cathedrals, of the Van 
Eycks in Flanders and of the Primitives in Italy. In- 
evitably the title of his third volume must be ‘‘ Renaissance 
Art,”’ and he can begin it joyously, only embarrassed by the

wealth and magnitude of his material ; but before he can 
finish it he will begin to be worried by his fourth volume. 
For what can this be but Modern Art ? And when exactly 
does Renaissance Art end ? Where does Modern Art begin ? 

These are problems which every historian of art has 
to solve for himself, and the solution is likely to depend 
a good deal on his personal prejudices and predilections. 
The ‘‘ History of Art’ written by the distinguished French 
critic, M. Elie Faure, and translated into American English

by Mr. Walter Pach, is a remarkable and erudite work 
which must delight some readers and madden others. 
It is a history almost without dates, sparing in exact 
information, which must prove bewildering to any reader 
with only a slight knowledge of the subject; but on the 
other hand it is a history coruscating with ideas, glittering 
with witty comments and shrewd appreciations, every

line of which will stimulate the reader conversant with 
the factsfover which M. Faure skims so elegantly and 
nimbly. In the fourth and last volume M. Faure makes 
modern art begin with Rubens, the painter whose destiny 
it was to ‘‘ infuse southern intellectualism into the sub- 
stantial, fat and moving matter of the north.” As the 
incomparable blender of Flemish and Italian painting, 
Rubens then is introduced to us, not so much as an Old 
Master, but as the Father of Modern Painting : 


“‘He maintained in his life and transmitted for our need of 
unity and of rhythm the substance amassed by the Middle Ages 
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and the order introduced into the mind by the Italian masters, 
In surface and in depth, he mingled and interwove living nature 
with the continuous lines which for him represented its direction. 
His influence was enormous, it still endures, it has become a 
part of our activity for all time. But he had exhausted life 
for more than a century; the painters of Europe after him 
appear stricken by a sort of lethargic stupor from which neither 
Watteau nor Goya could tear them away, and which the France 
of the nineteenth century alone managed to shake off.”’

Already in this last sentence we see beginning to peep 
out that overweening pride in French art which is apt 
to upset the judicial balance of French critics. France 
has so many stars of the first magnitude in painting that 
it is the more unnecessary to exalt her lesser lights. But 
patriotism carries M. Faure away and makes him at times 
unjust to the artists of other nations. Who but a French- 
man could think it necessary to mention and illustrate 
Hubert Robert, though he has entirely ignored the existence 
of his gifted predecessor in the painting of ruins, the 
Italian Panini ? 
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Apart from Rembrandt, M. Faure regards the painters 
of Holland as great craftsmen rather than as great artists. 
Vermeer is “‘ the greatest master of the beauty of pigment,” 
but he is “‘ without the least imagination.’”” Here we see 
how widely M. Faure's point of view differs from that of 
the English artist, Mr. Harold Speed, who has just written 
a book on oil painting. ‘‘ Good craftsmanship,” says Mr.

Speed, ‘is a healthier soil for art to grow in than fine 
theories about esthetics.” M. Faure would doubtless 
reply that Englishmen know nothing and never have 
known anything about oil painting. He grants that in 
England ‘‘ were born from Shakespeare to Byron, from 
Milton to Shelley, the greatest poets of the world,’’ but : 

“In France, the painter is a workman of art at the service of 
the man of society. In England, the painter is a society man 
who practises painting as an amateur.” 

England, according to this critic, has only had one 
century ‘of painting, and even that was _ second-rate. 
Reynolds had the soul “ of a shop-girl grown insipid by 
foolish dreaming’”’; his painting “ trails the mantle of 
Rembrandt through streams of perfumery and caramel 
sauce.’’ Hogarth and Constable are our only two painters 


to whom M. Faure will allow the dignity of that fatter 
type he reserves for the names of the great. As for 
Constable’s great rival : 


“Turner masks the indigence of his colour under fireworks. 
The light blinds him. He no longer sees anything but the light. 
Everything that it illuminates has disappeared. . . . The 
poetic emotion and sentiment, superior, doubtless, to the means

of expression, evaporate almost entirely, and no longer impress 
any save those who have not learned to understand the language 
of painting. Turner demonstrates both the lyric grandeur of 
the English soul and the impotence of English painting to 
communicate it.” 

The intervention of Ruskin, we are told, was disastrous. 
“He preaches ingenuousness and is followed only by liars.” 
Thus all the Pre-Raphaelites are, so to speak, wiped off 
the map, and M. Faure seeks to comfort us by admitting : 


“If the Anglo-Saxons are the foremost illustrators and 
caricaturists of the world, it is precisely because their observa- 
tion of detail, of action, and of character excludes the faculty 
of embracing, in their ensemble, the great expressive surfaces 
and the essential volumes.” 


After Whistler, ‘‘ the prince of amateurs,” there is no 
painter working in England whom M. Faure thinks worth

In France of course matters are very different, and

trouncing one begins to feel that Mr. Speed has written 
his book in vain; it seems hopeless to attempt to teach 
Englishmen “‘ the science and practice of oil painting.” 
Mr. Speed thinks his book was worth writing, but then he 
does not see eye to eye with M. Faure on the merits of 
contemporary French painting. He attacks the present 
‘“‘ fashion for the crude methods of savages and primitive 
peoples,” and advocates a return to the traditions of fine 
craftsmanship. The new note in the course of study he 
prescribes is that Form, Tone and Colour should be studied 
simultaneously from the start. The superiority of French 
painting of course is beyond dispute; but if English- 
men will persist in trying to paint they might do 
worse than 
follow the sane 
counsel in Mr. 
Speed’s modest, 
judicial and 
interestingly 
illustrated 
book. There is 
no need to add 
that both 
books, and the 
illustrations in 
both, are 
admirably pro- 
duced.

scriptures and science for truth, and has set down his 
musings for the benefit of others who find the world un- 
satisfying and life’s problems difficult to solve. He 
compares the biblical story of creation with the teachings 
of science, and cannot reconcile either with his dreams. He 
sees no beauty in the theory of evolution, and seems to be 
repelled by the idea that we are “‘ close akin—bound by 
the ties of blood-relationship—to everything that lives ; 
that breathes the breath of life to everything, 
no matter how repulsive, that ever lived.’’ There is 
plenty of material for argument here, but it cannot 
be disputed that the conclusions Mr. Wallace arrives 
at are sane and comforting. He does not willingly 
accept all 
the dogmas 
of modern 
science, but 
expresses a per- 
sonal attitude 
toward them 
and one in 
which he 
expresses a 
growing feeling 
among many of 
his contempo- 
raries.

In his study on ‘‘ Two Modern Plays on 
Shakespeare’ he justly appreciates the grandeur of the 
poetry in Clemence Dane’s ‘‘ Will Shakespeare’ and the

artistic simplicity of the ‘‘ Shakespeare” of H. F. 
Rubenstein and Clifford Bax. But his remark that Miss 
Dane’s poet ‘is neither a strong nor noble character” 
foreshadows the lack of insight into an essential part 
of the nature of the creator of ‘‘ Hamlet’”’ which is 
apparent in his estimate of “ Richard II.’”’ Few who 
contrast the deposition of Shakespeare’s Richard II with 
that of Marlowe’s Edward 
II will accept the state- 
ment that “it is impos- 
sible to say which of these 
scenes is the finer.’”’ The 
longest and most interesting 
essay is that in which the 
author traces the history 
of ‘‘ Personal Elegy in 
English Poetry,” from 
Chaucer's ‘““The Book 
of the Duchesse’’ to the 
delicate laments of the 
present Poet Laureate. 
Two essays on Browning, 
one on “ Direct Appeal in 
English Poetry,” andaslight 
examination of the use and 
abuse of biography complete 
the volume. These are 
interesting and well written. 
The author’s opinions are 
sometimes open to question, 
but they always stimulate 
thought and are worth 
consideration.

Post-Impressionism, should regard him as a great hope of 
British art. When we read that “ a certain lyrical joyous- 
ness of mood ”’ in Mr. Grant “‘ leads him to affect and enjoy 
what is beautiful in nature ’’ we turn with eagerness to the 
illustrations, which form the bulk of this volume, and 
there, to our consternation, we find a ‘‘ Head of Eve,”’ 
which to the normal eye has considerably less beauty than 
a scarecrow and can be likened to nothing in art but the 
attempts at early Christian portraiture daubed on the walls of 
the Catacombs 
in Rome, or 
to the violent 
crudities per- 
petrated by M. 
Matisse and his 
followers in 
Paris. The pity 
of it is that 
this distortion 
of nature is 
wilful and de- 
liberate, for an 
uncommonly 
strong portrait 
of a woman 
(Plate 12), and 
a landscape like 
“The Pond, 
Sussex’”’ (Plate 
17), prove the 
artist’s ability 
to present the 
normal, when 
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he likes, with dignity and power. Mr. Fry lays stress on Mr. 
Grant's gifts as decorator, but it is impossible to perceive 
what decorative end is gained by distortion, perversity and 
archaistic affectations. Wecan only trust that by now Mr. 
Duncan Grant has sown his wild oats and that his recent 
works, particularly his still life, indicate his future develop- 
ment as a painter of orderly sanity as well as strength.

He is therefore able, 
both in his text and in 
his choice of illustra- 
tions, to deal intim- 
ately and authorita- 
tively with all that 
appertains to his sub- 
ject, and he reveals 
much that will prove 
new and possibly 
startling to connois- 
seurs and collectors. 
Interwoven with Mr. 
Barnard’s main argu- 
ment is the story of 
the rise and fortunes 
of the house of Wedg- 
wood —a__ narrative 
those who believe that 
more than a cycle of 
mere deadening routine. 
And it is heartening in 
these days to read that 
in the firm’s workshops 
still ‘‘ one finds the same 
love of producing the 
best, and the same 
loyalty that existed 
during the latter part 
of the eighteenth 
century.” That too is 
the spirit which has 
animated Mr. Barnard in 
writing and the publishers 
in producing this hand- 
some volume.

It is 
what we revere in 
Gray and Arnold and 
Lionel Johnson, in 
Bridges and Binyon, 
and is the fruit of 
dignity of thought and 
a sure sense of beauty 
allied with good taste 
in the use of words 
and metres. Mr. 
Groom has all these 
things. A devotee of 
Wordsworth, whom he 
celebrates in more 
than one poem, he is a 
lover of all natural 
and spiritual beauty 
and, like his master, 
finds in one the 
symbol of the other. 
Austere and somewhat 
melancholy, he is most 
at home among “ the 
splendour of the hills.”’ 
Yet he is no solitary ; 
there is much of 
humanity and friend- 
ship in his verse, and 
nothing is more 
characteristic of him, 
either in spirit or 
technical accomplish- 
ment, than the sonnet 
in which he speaks of 
the mountains and a 
friend :

It is indeed an 
amazing collection of 
all sorts and con- 
ditions of poetry, and 
the volume is em- 
bellished with twelve 
plates in colours, eight 
pages in black-and- 
white, and fifty decor- 
ations in the text 
which reveal Mr. 
Arthur Watts as a 
designer with both 
imaginative and 
decorative powers. 
He varies in his style 
considerably to suit 
his subject ; and if we 
detect sometimes in 
his colour plates the 
influence of Cayley 
Robinson, sometimes 
in his black-and-white 
the influence of 
Beardsley, no one 
influence is pre- 
dominant, and of the 
illustrations which so 
materially help to 
beautify this handsome 
quarto it may be said 
that they are as original 
and individual as the 
anthology itself.

interest in sports as shrewdly and fully as did the 
artists and writers of days long ago.

But attention may be drawn to 
the curious limitations which exist in our most famous 
illustrators of sport. Take any group of them at random 
and we shall find them mostly confining themselves to 
an equine subject. With Alken and Leach it is almost 
exclusive of all other topics ; even in Rowlandson, one of 
the greatest and most racy of our draughtsmen, it is 
predominant. George 
Cruikshank is more various. 
Boxing, as popular in the 
present as in the past, some- 
times engages his attention, 
and he is the only artist in 
the volume under notice to 
show us men playing one of 
the many ball games which 
now transcend all other 
pastimes in their widespread 
popularity. But it is not 
only cricket, football, tennis 
and golf which are ignored 
by the old sporting illustra- 
tors; there are other athletic 
activities certainly practised 
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appear to have appealed to them as subjects. For 
example, since 1839 the Oxford and Cambridge Boat Race 
and Henley Regatta have been annual events which have 
aroused considerable géneral interest. Still older is the 
race for Doggett’s Coat and Badge, the winners of which 
can be traced back to 1716.

Walton’s ‘‘ Compleat 
Angler’ was an exception, inaugurating a new epoch in 
English sport : 


“Unlike preceding works on 
that subject which had appealed 
merely to the nobility, it was 
clearly written for the benefit of 
all classes who might be desirous 
of indulging in the contempla- 
tive man’s recreation, and 
perhaps particularly for the cits 
and mercers of the City of 
London where, at the corner of 
Chancery Lane, the author him- 
self had sold shorts and millinery 
for twenty years.”

“‘ The indifference of the squirearchy of a past age 
to events outside their own country is shown by 
the almost complete lack of reference to the great 
French Revolution, while the struggle against 
Napoleon, vital though its issue was to Britain, is 
scarcely mentioned at all. Throughout the early 
years of the nineteenth century, when the war 
against France was in full swing, racing, prize- 
fighting and every other kind of sport, popular 
with our forefathers, seems to have been carried on 
as if nothing else was of any particular importance. 
Such references to the doings of our army on the 
other side of the Channel as are to be found, are of 
a most matter-of-fact and unemotional kind. The 
same remark applies to political matters, which are 
scarcely touched upon at all. In fact the country 
gentleman’s interests in those days were as a rule 
strictly limited to the sports and pastimes of the 
country-side in which practically the whole of his life 
was passed.” 


Perhaps we have improved in this respect, 
but if so the improvement must be very recent, 
for I can well remember an afternoon in August, 
1914, when I was one of two or three gathered 
together to read the latest war telegrams 
posted up in a newspaper office window, 
while a few yards farther on a large crowd 
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was assembled to see in the next window the lunch-time 
cricket scores.

our contemporary art? If it is to be found 
anywhere, surely it ought to be found in our 
posters, the most democratic form of pictorial 
art that exists to-day, for throughout the length 
and breadth of the country the hoarding is the 
picture gallery of the man in the street. Two 
handsome books on posters have already been 
published this autumn, and now comes a third 
from the office of the Studio. Admirably pro- 
duced and containing something like 500 repro- 
ductions, large or small, of posters by the best 
British, American and Continental designers, this 
album surveys a wide field, but where among 
the British posters—not to go further—do we 
find any indication of our English love of sport ? 
True, Mrs. Laura Knight’s delightful ‘‘ Summer's 
Joy’ reminds us that swimming is a sport, but 
what is one among so many ? If we turn our gaze 
from the hoardings to the picture exhibitions, we 
shall soon note the same hiatus. If we consider 
illustrated books and periodicals we shall find 
many photographs of sport, but few drawings. 
Surely the modern artist, so liable to get out of 
touch with the ordinary currents of contem- 
porary life, is missing many opportunities and 
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generally speaking, is giving us a far less complete record 
of the sporting life of his own day than his predecessors 
did of their own.

It is curious that we should 
have had to wait so long for a 
full and authentic history of the 
most terrible, most tragically 
interesting year in London’s 
calendar; and it is matter for 
congratulation that now it has, 
at last, come to be written the 
task has fallen to the editor of 
that most admirable chronicle 
of the sequel to the Plague, 
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From Through London’s Highways 
By Wa'ter Jerrold 
(Blackte). 


“The Great Fire of London in 1666.’’ Mr. Bell has dili- 
gently searched all available records; he has tapped new 
sources of information, kept strictly to the evidence and 
marshalled his facts with great skill and, for all the un- 
imaginable horror of his theme, the book is as strangely 
fascinating as any romance. He need not have insisted 
so urgently that Defoe’s great ‘“‘ Journal of the Plague 
Year’”’ is fiction. Defoe was born in London; he was 
four years old when the Plague came, must have known 
and talked with many people who lived in London through- 
out the dread visitation, and there is no knowing how 
much of his imperishable story represents the personal 
and otherwise unrecorded recollections of men and women 
who had seen or suffered the ghastly perils of which they 
told him. Defoe’s statistics may have been wrong; he 
may have used the novelist’s privilege of introducing 
dialogue and, by deduction, adding detail to complete his 
picture; but in essentials the truth of that picture is 
confirmed by Mr. Bell’s carefully documented narrative. 
The difference is that in reading Mr. Bell you know you 
are never going beyond the facts, and these in themselves 
are bizarre and appallingly dreadful enough to need no 
addition of colour or poignant or horrifying incident. 
The Great Plague was, as Mr. Bell more than once insists, 
“the poor’s Plague’ ; the King and the rich, with notable

exceptions, fled from the city as soon as its 

doom was upon it; and he pays due and 

warm tribute to the courage and devotion 

of General Monck and Lord Mayor Lawrence , 
who remained at their posts, the one at 
Westminster, the other in the heart of 
London, and toiled to keep order, to regulate 
affairs and alleviate suffering, till the black 
shadow lifted and those who had run away 
came swarming back. Doctors and clergy- 
men fled with the other refugees, but there 
were devoted men of medicine who lived at 
their posts, and some who died at them— 
one in particular who devotedly dissected a 
body that had died of the plague in order to 
discover the cause of the disease, and suffered 
and was maligned in consequence. To give 
any adequate outline of the story for those 
who are not acquainted with it would take not 
merely a paragraph or two but a column or 
two ; it must suffice to say that no period in 
London’s history is more alive with such 
grim variety of event, none so subtly grips a 
reader’s interest and haunts him in remem- 
brance. The Plague brought out what was 
best and worst in men, as the war did; it 
prompted some to heroic self-sacrifice and 
human kindness, and others to the most 
ghoulish and brutal cruelties. Mr. Bell has 
done his work so well, so thoroughly, that 
there can be little doubt that this will take 
permanent place as the standard history 
of that unforgettable year. The many illus- 
trations from contemporary prints, the 
facsimiles, plans and drawings add greatly 
to its value.

In 
recent years large numbers of mummies of 
various periods have been examined, and 
we now have sufficient data to enable us. 
to trace the origin and development of 
this singular custom over a period of at 
least three thousand years. And in this 
book we have a very careful and complete 
account of all that is known either from 
ancient documents or from examination 
of innumerable mummies as to the 
methods and drugs employed. It is a 
wonderful chapter of ancient life here un- 
folded, carrying with it all kinds of facts. 
and information as to the mind of the old 
Egyptian, and it is also a pathetic re- 
velation of humanity.

Then, 
after much heroic fighting, the knights were driven 
out of Jerusalem by the Saracens, and when they 
had been driven also from Cyprus and Rhodes, 
to which they successfully transferred their 
head-quarters, they rapidly declined; but after 
a period of complete suppression began to revive 
again, and are now a flourishing and active Order 
whose services under the Red Cross in the late 
war have added new lustre to its ancient glories. 
Colonel King tells the story of the Order, more 
especially of the English branch of it, from the 
eleventh century to the present day, when it 
has its centre at the old St. John’s Gate, 
Clerkenwell, and its branches all over the king- 
dom and in all the Dominions and Colonies of 
the Empire. It is an interesting and a stirring 
story, beginning amid all the glamour of high 
romance and closing with a record of no less 
chivalrous though less bellicose service in war 
time with the ambulance and in the hospital. 
The knights were never more truly a religious 
Order, never more truly the servants of 
humanity than they are to-day, and they are 
fortunate in having found so careful and able 
an historian as Colonel King. The book is 
admirably illustrated with some thirty portraits 
and drawings.

In this handsome volume he gives a brief history of the 
founding of the firm by Josiah Spode, born in 1733, and 
apprenticed at sixteen to Whieldon for three years at a 
weekly wage of two shillings and threepence, or half a 
crown ‘if he deserved it At the age of twenty-one, 
being married, he set up for himself at Stoke-on-Trent, 
and prospered, so that by the time he was fifty the net 
profit of the business averaged {10,000 a year. His son 
Josiah succeeded him, and to him English porcelain owes 
an immense debt, for he was the first who introduced 
bone ash in its manufacture. Another Josiah followed, 
dying in 1829, but the factory continued and still continues 
as ‘‘ Copeland & Sons ’’ to this day. Mr. Cannon describes

delectable dainties per- 
fumed with the romance of 
primitive living, flavoured 


deliciously with the exquisite beauty of tropic islands, 
and savoured with those quintessentially joyous experiences 
which lie far beyond the confines of our civilisation. 


It is all truly delightful and, 
even to a hardened critic, irre- 
sistibly gripping. It is bright, 
undisguisedly gossipy and com- 
panionable. No one in whom 
the wanderlust still survives— 
even though it may be moribund 
—will set the book down un- 
finished. It is as fascinating 
as a histoire intime which makes 
an appeal to red blood. 

But apart from the vivid 
and compelling interest of the 
narrative, this excellently illus- 
trated book has—if not a great 
—certainly considerable scientific 
value. It breaks new ground. 
It is pioneer work upon which 
sound knowledge, keen observa- 
tion and unbounded enthusiasm 
have been brought to bear with 
conspicuously successful result.

If there is a 
fault in the book it lies in 
the omission of a map 
indicating even approxi- 
mately their uncharted 
route. 

In ‘‘ Pearls and Savages’” 
we have another excellent 
travel book which, how- 
ever, makes a somewhat 
different appeal. The narra- 
tive deals with exploration 
in that portion of New 
Guinea whose administra- 
tion is in the hands of the 
Australian Commonwealth, 
which to no small extent 
is veritably terra incognita.

be remembered, contains per- 
haps the largest unexplored 
territory in the world, and to 
this day is inhabited by a 
population culturally hardly 
more advanced than its Stone 
Age progenitors. Truly can- 
nibalism has gone, but stark 
savagery remains. 

The book gives a fascinating 
account of wanderings in search 
of curios, and of scientific 
investigations into the habits 
and customs of the primitive 
peoples dwelling on the littoral 
and in the hinterland of this 
little known region.

The son 
of the famous actor, he went 
into the army, saw active 
service in Egypt and in South 
Africa, and in 1907 was in the 
War Office in the department 
of Personal ‘Services, becom- 
ing its Director in tg10. In 
the same year he was given 
command of the troops sent to 
Wales to keep order during the 
miners’ strike, and acquitted 
himself well. The part he 
played in Ireland during the 
Ulster crisis before the Great 
War is well known, and then 
came the war itself, when 
he was Adjutant-General in 
France and in London until 
September, 1918, when he was 
made Commissioner of Police 
following the first 
police strike. He 
tells a plain 
story of his com- 
missionership, and 
how the police 
forces were brought 
back to a solidarity 
of discipline by fair- 
ness and firmness. 
In March, 1920, he 
was sent to Ireland, 
then in the throes 
of the half-hearted 
struggle with Sinn 
Fein, and the rest 
of his narrative re- 
counts affairs in 
Ireland.

(Christophers.) 


Mr. Callender, Professor of History in the 
Royal Naval College, is also honorary secretary 
of the Society for Nautical Research, and credit- 
ably free from that passion for aspects and 
documents which is the besetting sin of naval 
recorders. The very enchantment that we find 
in chronicles of courage and-endurance makes 
the interest episodic rather than continuous 
and effusive rather than historical. Professor 
Callender has the mind of a thinker as well as of 
a narrator, and he has no illusions as to the way 
in which the navy in the past has been the 
plaything and the fetish of policy or the want: 
of it. It is not merely that so many of the 
heroes we crown with laurels to-day were 
treated with ignominy and ingratitude in 
their life-time—Drake, Rooke, Raleigh, Byng, 
Torrington, Vernon, Hawke, Rodney, and 
Hornby. What justifies this sober and arresting 
story is the way in which the author brushes 
aside. the ballad-room and platform glamour 
which has hitherto concealed so many incon- 
venient facts, as for instance that Burghley 
was what nowadays we call a pacifist and John 
Hampden a sort of Little Englander. It was 
Holland’s cynical use of an English harbour for 
destroying a Spanish fleet that stirred our 
helpless countrymen to action, and the Pro- 
fessor’s account could hardly be beaten as to the 
fortunes and development of the fleet which 
sprang into being in consequence. He illustrates ale

death, appears through Mr.

The drawings are racy and 
vigorous. Mr. King encouraged 
Beardsley’s talent at school in- 
stead of stifling it, and remained 
his real friend to the end. The 
letters (some of them in fac- 
simile) reveal the happy relation- 
ship between them. In one 
Beardsley, in a fit of  self- 
criticism, pathetically writes : 
“T am now eighteen years old, 
with a vile constitution, a sallow 
face and sunken eyes, long red 
hair, a shuffling gait and a 
stoop.”’ Another describes his 
first visit to Burne-Jones’s 
studio, and what the great 
man said to him (in 1891). 
Mr. King delivered his Beardsley 
Lecture at the Blackburn 
Technical Institute, to which 
he became secretary after leav- 
ing Brighton. It was in 
January, 1885, that he found 
“ this thin, talkative youngster ”’ 
among the new boarders, dis- 
cussing the qualities of 
Shakespeare’s plays to the 
other chaps, whom later he so 
often amused with his lightning 
sketches.

We find that he spent his twentieth birthday on his 
first hunting trip in this new country by the Yukon 
in 1920, and what could be finer than to be twenty 
and entering upon the life that he claims is an intoxi- 
cating delight and which he describes with so much 
zest that the reader is carried away enchanted with 
the clear tonic air, the pure snow, the magic sunlight, 
the freedom, the adventure, that dazzle in every 
page. And this is no book of exclamation and italics, 
but a clear sober record, convincing us by restraint 
and demonstration. Mr. Mason looks forward to the 
development of the immense riches of Canada ; tells 
us that the notion of the Arctic climate as intolerable 
and nearly impossible is quite false, that life is not 
only possible but full of keen pleasure. He describes 
that life, not omitting the hardships, but setting 
them in their true perspective, he describes the natives 
and their customs and resources, the animals, the 
trees, indeed gives a lively and inspiring compendium 
of the far northern regions.

He brings out better than any 
of his predecessors—biographers like Calamy and 
Orme—the contrast between the glowing spiritu- 
ality of the man and the extreme frailty of his 
physique. The description of his bodily debility 
and the way he overcame it with herbs and will- 
power, sufficiently explain why and how Baxter 
managed to build up a constitution that carried 
him on to old age, but it only adds to our amaze- 
ment that he should have survived successive 
waves of persecution. Only the lamp-like flame 
of enthusiasm consuming so frail a shell could 
have carried him through so much writing and 
preaching and study, down to his condemnation 
at seventy by that brute-in-a-wig, Judge Jeffreys.

The failure to burn Sidonia and her 
rescue by Gervais constitute in the eyes of the 
populace a miracle. Perhaps Miss Deamer in- 
tends it for an allegory. This is quite the best 
book of its kind since Miss Marjorie Bowen 
wrote Black Magic.” 

It is a smooth joy to come upon an author 
one has never encountered before and to dis- 
cover that he is a born story-writer with a 
delightful style.

Here is a fairly 
antique problem of a young married couple, the 
Festivals, so happy and so well off that the only 
new excitement they can bring into their lives is 
to settle upon a judicial separation. Fortun- 
ately there is a fairy godfather in the case in 
the shape of a young family solicitor, Galbraith 
Forsyth, who wangles things so beautifully that 
the Festivals fall into one another’s arms within 
reasonable time and agree never to part again.

There is 
no trickery in Mrs. de Crespigny’s story—all the cards 
are there, but in such adroit confusion that even the 
most enthusiastic amateur detective will have difficulty 
in placing a finger on the man—or woman—who killed 
Colonel Matthew Denbigh. Allida Graves, his niece and 
supposed writer of the narrative, finds the evidence 
telling against herself, but the reader is led to suspect 
the Colonel’s private secretary, whom Allida mistrusts. 
When this man is also mysteriously killed, the plot 
thickens, working up to a sensational, wholly un- 
expected climax. Stories of crime and mystery are 
having a great vogue at present, though many of those 
published are very mediocre. But this one shows us to 


what a high level the “‘ murder ”’ novel can be raised, for 
in style and characterisation, as well as in general con- 
struction, it is nothing less than a work of art. There 
is a love affair in it too which strikes the right note of 
sentiment.
